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HOMES THAT COME 
OH BACK OF LORRY

A BLACK Country compa¬ 
ny believes it has a solution 
to the housing crisis - facto¬ 
ry-built homes that roll off the 
production line. 

They come with fitted kitchens and 
bathrooms, ready to be plugged in 
when they reach the building site. 

Two factories in the region could now be 
turned over to full-time production of the 
homes, churning out 1,000 a year and creating 
up to 700 new jobs. 

Backed by the owners of the two factories - 
one in Cradley Heath and the other in Tyse- 
ley in Birmingham - Totally Modular, which 
is based in Cradley, aims to become the first 
privately-owned company in the West Midlands 
making ready-to-go homes. 

Completed units can be carried to building 
sites on the back of a lorry and craned into posi¬ 
tion, ready to have plumbing and other services 
connected and carpets laid and leaving them 
ready to move into just a week after arrival. 

Production 

Currently Totally Modular is geared up to 
make the homes at its base on the Cradley 
Business Park, where managing director John 
Connolly’s Kingfisher steel fabrication business 
is based. 

Mr Connolly said his partners at construction 
and fit-out company ALS, in Birmingham, are 
ready to convert their premises as part of plans 
to create a housebuilding business across both 
sites employing up to 900 people that could pro¬ 
duce up to 1,000 two-bedroom homes a year. 

The housing units are based on a steel frame, 
with insulation, lining and plasterboarding, 
flooring, pipes, electrics, bathrooms and kitch¬ 
ens all installed as part of the production pro¬ 
cess. 

They are produced as a ground-floor module 
with a fitted kitchen and lounge and a second 
unit with the bathroom and two bedrooms. The 
top floor is craned into position on top of the 
ground floor on the site and then fixed in place. 

A two-bedroomed home would retail for 
around £100,000, not including land costs, 
although Mr Connolly said that price would 
probably come down by 10 to 20 per cent as 
production ramped up. 

At the moment the company is awaiting the 
go-ahead from planners for a housing associ¬ 
ation site in the South West and two sites in 
Coventry. Mr Connolly said: “This isn’t the 
only silver bullet to solve the housing crisis, but 
it could be one of them.”

One in five wait more 
than four hours in A&E

ONE in five people waited four 
hours or more to be seen at 
Sandwell and West Birmingham 
NHS Trust’s two hospital A&E 
departments. 

It means the trust, which runs both 
Sandwell General Hospital and City 
Hospital in Birmingham, is not meet¬ 
ing Government targets. 

Chief executive Toby Lewis accepted 
‘on many days’ the trust was not meeting 
standards set by the NHS for A&E waiting 
times. Changes are to be made at the hos¬ 
pitals this month, he said. 

Figures from NHS England show that 
out of 172,920 patients seen at the hospi¬ 
tals’ A&E departments in 2017/18, 36,126 
waited more than four hours. 

The proportion of people seen within 
four hours is 79.1 per cent. But it falls well 
short of the 95 per cent target, introduced 
by the NHS in 2010. 

Stretched 

Dr Chris Moulton, vice president of the 
Royal College of Emergency Medicine, 
said: “If you keep stretching an elastic 
band, eventually it will snap,” he said. 
“You don’t ask ‘why did the elastic band 
snap’ - it snapped because you stretched 
it.” 

Other NHS trusts in the Black Country 
also fared badly against the target. Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust missed it by 25 per 
cent, Dudley Group NHS Trust by 18 per 
cent and the Royal Wolverhampton NHS 
Trust fell 11 per cent under. 

Sandwell and West Birmingham NHS 
Trust was rated ‘requires improvement’ 
following an inspection by the Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission last October. 

Mr Lewis said: “Our staff and GP part¬ 
ners continue to work hard to provide 
good care. On many days we are meeting 
the standards set in the NHS Constitution, 
but not every day and not most nights.” 

He said a series of changes would be 
brought in ‘designed to improve pace’.

West Midlands Ambulance 
Service (WMAS) has joined forces with 
the group and Midlands Air Ambulance 
Charity (MAAC) to offer the service 
which aims to raise awareness of cardiac 
arrests for World Restart A Heart Day 
on October 16. 

Each year, the ambulance service at¬ 
tends up to 4,000 cardiac arrests - with 
the Midlands Air Ambulance Charity 
supporting them at 1,000 of those inci¬ 
dents. Cliff Medlicott, West Midlands 
Ambulance Service’s community re¬ 
sponse manager, said: “Whilst we will 
be looking to train over 25,000 children 
on October 16, we want every adult in 
the West Midlands to also learn this skill 
and also find out where their nearest de¬ 
fibrillator is.” 

Ian Roberts for Midlands Air Ambu¬ 
lance Charity, said: “We have already 
seen the impact having our Midlands 
Air Ambulance Charity critical care car 
can make to a patient in cardiac arrest.”

Deal signed 
to provide 
furniture 
for needy 

SANDWELL Council has given the 
go-ahead to plans to work with a lo¬ 
cal charity in providing furniture and 
white goods to the most vulnerable 
people living in the borough. 

The council has been running a spe¬ 
cial Local Welfare Provision Scheme 
for the last five years to provide cru¬ 
cial support to people who are faced 
with a crisis or emergency or are suf¬ 
fering financial hardship. 

The authority has been working 
with local charities to help the vulner¬ 
able and is now establishing a formal 
contract with the Loaves N Fishes 
organisation to provide support for 
the next four years. Loaves N Fishes 
will now be responsible for all furni¬ 
ture and white goods support under a 
scheme which has helped more than 
2,700 people in the last three years.

POLICE are appealing for information af¬ 
ter a disabled man was thrown from his 
electric wheelchair in a hit-and-run in the 
Black Country. 

The man, in his 60s, was hit by a grey 
Skoda just after 2.20pm on October 3 at 
the junction of Cape Hill and Montague 
Road in Smethwick. The driver sped off, 
leaving the man with serious injuries to 
his head, pelvis and ribs. 

He was taken to Queen Elizabeth Hos¬ 
pital on blue lights by West Midlands Am¬ 
bulance Service. Police have now released 
footage of the crash in an attempt to find 
the car, thought to be stolen, and the man 


driving who was captured via a dash cam. 
Sergeant Mark Bull, investigating the col¬ 
lision, said: “The victim has been left with 
life-changing injuries as a result of this 
collision, and it’s really important that we 
speak to the driver as soon as possible. 

“Luckily, there is clear footage showing 
the driver’s face. Someone will know who 
he is and give us his name.” 

The West Midlands Police Twitter ac¬ 
count released the clip that sees the car 
turning onto Montague Road from Cape 
Hill and colliding with the man who was 
crossing the road on his wheelchair.

Jobs boost in store as 
Aldi lodges shop bid 


DISCOUNT supermarket chain Aldi 
has unveiled plans to open a new 
supermarket in West Bromwich 
creating more than 40 jobs. 

Store bosses have lodged a bid to take 
over the former Staples store, in Tildasley 
Street, near Oakwood Park. 

The plans, which have been lodged with 
Sandwell Council, also include external alter¬ 
ations including new store access, loading bay 
extension, trolley bay canopy, and alterations 
to car park and landscaping. 

The scheme is expected to create 16 full-time 
and 30 part-time jobs and has been hailed as 
‘great news for the town’ by West Bromwich 
Councillor Bawa Singh Dhallu. 

He said: “I would definitely like something 
to open at that site in Tildasley Street, instead 
of leaving the site empty. It is definitely a suit¬ 
able location for an Aldi supermarket to open 
there as there is ample parking. We need more 
and more businesses to come to Sandwell as a 
whole, as well as the town of West Bromwich. 

Strengthen 

“It’s very good news that it will create more 
than 40 jobs for local people. It’s great news all 
round for the area of West Bromwich.” 

If consent is given, the store would be open 
from 8am-10pm Monday to Saturday, and from 
10am-4pm on Sundays and Bank Holidays. 

A design and access statement, submitted 
with the proposals, states: “The proposed de¬ 
velopment will strengthen the retail mix within 
West Bromwich, increase food store provision 
and help meet the retail needs of the resident 
local catchment area by enhancing consumer 
choice, in accordance with sustainability objec¬ 
tives. 

“We believe the proposals represent a consid¬ 
ered and sensitive response to the constraints 
of the site. The Aldi, ‘deep discount’ retail store 
provides an amenity to the local area, which 
is currently lacking, along with the creation 
of local jobs. Aldi looks forward to becoming a 
considerate neighbour and a valued part of the 
local community.” 

A decision on the plan is set to be made by 
Sandwell Council in the coming months.

House prices rise 
by 4pc in region 

HOUSE prices in the West Midlands 
have grown by more than four per 
cent to an average of £190,607 over 
the last quarter, new figures state. 

Across the UK, property prices 
edged up by 0.3 per cent month 
on month in September to reach 
£214,922 on average. Yorkshire and 
Humberside were identified as the 
top-performing region for the first 
time in more than a decade, Nation¬ 
wide Building Society reported. 

The North East of England saw a 
1.7 per cent decrease in house prices. 
Some parts of southern England, in¬ 
cluding London, also saw house prices 
fall annually in the third quarter. 

Area in top five 
on loans for home 

THE West Midlands was the region 
with the fifth most completed Help to 
Buy equity loan property purchases in 
England, a study by housing experts 
Fasthomes shows. 

It looked at which areas of the 
county have had the most and fewest 
completed purchases from data held 
by The Ministry of Housing. 

Nationally 169,102 completed Help 
to Buy equity loan purchases had been 
made since the Government scheme 
launched in 2013. The value of those 
properties is put at £42.2 billion. 

The West Midlands had 18,606 with 
the county accounting for 7,074 and 
Staffordshire 3,737. 

Businesses lose 
out to fraudsters 

SIX in 10 small and medium-sized 
business lost money through fraud 
between July 2017 and June this year, 
figures show. 

At a fraud and cyber security event 
held in Birmingham, Lloyds Banking 
Group specialists said 58 per cent of 
small and medium-sized businesses 
had been targeted by fraudsters using 
the information and personal data of 
suppliers, bosses or business contacts. 

They were caught out to the tune of 
£27,000 on average each time. 

400 flights cancelled 
- but passengers rise 

BUDGET airline Ryanair has said it 
cancelled 400 flights in September as 
a result of two days of pilot and cabin 
crew strikes across five countries, on 
top of air traffic control staff shortag¬ 
es. 

However, it still saw a six per cent 
rise in passenger numbers to 12.6 mil¬ 
lion last month, while its load factor, 
measuring how well it filled its planes, 
remained at 97 per cent. 


Site visit marks fresh hope to save pub 


CAMPAIGNERS are anxiously await¬ 
ing the final verdict on plans for a 
supermarket to take over a popular 
Black Country pub. 

A packed out public gallery ap¬ 
plauded Sandwell Council bosses’ 
decision defer a final vote on an appli¬ 
cation by Heron Foods for the site of 
the Sportsman in Tipton. 

Officers will now visit the pub, in St 
Mark’s Road, to determine whether 


the application should receive the 
stamp of approval. Pub manager Ross 
Arnold, who took over in February 
following a brief closure at Christmas, 
said they had gathered around 800 
signatures in opposition to the plans. 

He said: “We came here expecting 
the worst. But now they have said 
they are putting it back, it is a re¬ 
lief. We have got another petition up 
now, so that will be with us next time. 


Hopefully we will get a few more peo¬ 
ple here.” 

Heron Foods wants to create a new 
shop on the site of the Sportsman in 
Tipton, despite it still being open for 
business. 

Planners said it was ‘accepted that 
the redevelopment of the site would 
result in the loss of the pub’ but that 
as it had not been nominated for 
Asset of Community Value status, the 


application must ‘only be reviewed on 
the merits of the scheme’. 

The Sportsman has been a fixture 
of the area for around 50 years and 
customers have written to MP Adrian 
Bailey asking him to back the cam¬ 
paign. The pub is owned by New River 
Retail. 

Regular James Marsh, who lives in 
nearby South Road, had previously 
threatened to boycott the Heron shop.

HOUSING Minister James Brokenshire said thousands 
more homes will be built in the West Midlands to meet 
the growing crisis facing young people wanting to get 
on the ladder. 

Mr Brokenshire said it was key that homes could be 
rolled out more quickly and councils had the money to 
build them. 

Mr Brokenshire, on a visit to Walsall, said: “We have 
a national target of 300,000 new homes a year. The West 
Midlands will receive many of these homes, which I hope 
will provide an affordable way for people to get on the 
housing ladder.” Mr Brokenshire visited the LoCaL 


Homes factory to view manufacturing techniques being 
used to quickly build timber-framed homes. 

The firm, part of Accord Housing, aims to develop at 
least 1,000 new homes a year from its existing factory 
and a state-of-the-art new facility in Walsall, which it is 
due to launch this month. 

Accord Housing Association chief executive, Dr Chris 
Handy, said: “We’re pleased to have the opportunity to 
demonstrate our delivery capability to Mr Brokenshire.” 

West Midlands Mayor Andy Street said: “It was great 
to hear about all the innovative ways LoCaL homes is 
developing high-quality affordable homes.” 


PCC: Extra 
500 officers 
needed to 
tackle crime 

WEST Midlands Police needs 500 ex¬ 
tra officers as part of an £85 million 
funding package required to tackle 
crime in the region, it can be revealed. 

Police & Crime Commissioner 
David Jamieson has asked the Gov¬ 
ernment for a funding boost of £42.2m 
a year to bolster officer ranks, with 
more posts for detectives and neigh¬ 
bourhood teams a priority. 

In a joint letter to Home Secretary 
Sajid Javid, Mr Jamieson and Labour 
MP Liam Byrne said they want to see 
the force’s number of officers back 
to at least 7,000 by 2020 - still well 
below 2010 levels. 

The force currently has around 
6,500 officers - around 2,000 fewer 
than eight years ago - while violent 
crime has shot up by 60 per cent over 
the last three years. 

Mitigate 

Mr Jamieson said that as well as 
new officers the cash boost would 
cover pay increases and inflation pres¬ 
sures. 

He said: “Next year, just to stand 
still, West Midlands Police requires 
£17m of additional funds to mitigate 
the impact of inflation and govern¬ 
ment mandated pay increases. 

“With a further £25.2m per year 
we could increase our police officer 
numbers by 500 to 7,000 by 2020 and 
make a huge difference to crime fight¬ 
ing across the region. 

“The increased funding would 
strengthen neighbourhood teams and 
the number of detectives in particu¬ 
lar. Without the additional resources 
I am not sure the force will have 
enough officers to meet the public’s 
demands.” 

Mr Jamieson has written to the 
Chancellor as part of the Budget and 
comprehensive spending review.

Warning on 
the cost of 
scrapping 
PCC position 

A PLANNED merger of the Police 
and Crime Commissioner’s office 
with the mayoralty could end up cost¬ 
ing more money than it saves, it has 
been claimed. 

Plans have been put forward to 
scrap the office of the PCC, transfer¬ 
ring its powers to the West Midlands 
Mayor and are due to be in place in 
time for the 2020 mayoral elections. 
But PCC David Jamieson, who has 
held the role since 2014 and is set to 
retire in 2020, has warned the move 
could prove costly for taxpayers. 

He said: “They say saving money, 
but most of the people in this office 
are doing jobs they would be doing 
anyway. So there’s a team that look 
after the victim’s fund. Well that 
comes from the Ministry of Justice, 
and we have to disperse that money 
to victims. That’s not going to change. 

“We’ve got the partnership fund 
which, again, go to the seven author¬ 
ities. That’s just under £4 million. 
This won’t change. In fact we’ve 
made it more efficient by bringing it 
in house here. 

“And then we’ve got the audit fa¬ 
cility, so these people sit in our office 
but in fact they’re joint with the force. 
And there’d be no difference there ei¬ 
ther, because the force has got its own 
budget. Then we’ve got all the grants 
and those sorts of things that are 
given out. And then we’ve got other 
people who do other roles.”

Council complains over 
online abuse of staff 


SANDWELL Council has com¬ 
plained to social media platforms 
over abusive content directed to¬ 
wards its staff. 

The authority called for a clampdown 
on online bullying, after it was claimed 
that many employees had been subjected 
to ‘deplorable’ abuse on platforms such as 
Twitter, Facebook and online blogs. 

It comes after an investigation ruled that for¬ 
mer council assistant chief executive Melanie 
Dudley was subjected to a campaign of bullying 
by former councillor Richard Marshall. 

A council spokesman said: “The council does 
not accept bullying in any form which includes 
abuse, vile comments and misinformation 
shared on social media. 

“We are aware of complaints from staff about 
harassment by individuals on social media and 
we sympathise with Ms Dudley’s concerns. 

Abusive 

“Many employees have been subjected to 
abuse on social media which we think is de¬ 
plorable. We will continue to take legal advice 
about how to protect our staff and have com¬ 
plained to social media platforms about abusive 
content. 

“The council would like to clarify that Ms 
Dudley’s departure was mutually agreed as a 
financial and operational efficiency. 

“A thorough independent investigation 
was carried out into a formal complaint from 
Ms Dudley, which concluded that one person 
was responsible for sharing information with 
a blogger and that person has confirmed they 
acted alone. 

“The council is also concerned there are in¬ 
sufficient powers to deal with elected members 
who abuse their position.” 

Mr Marshall, who represented Smethwick 
for Labour until standing down earlier this 
year, said he feels he has been made a ‘scape¬ 
goat’. The authority says that as he has already 
quit, no action can be taken against him. He 
said he would not rule out returning to poli¬ 
tics in the future, even though he was found to 
have broken the rules.

AS cliches go, it ticks most of the boxes. 
Millionaire’s son from Fulham goes to live 
in council house with single mother on 
benefits. 

The television series Rich Kids Go 
Skint is back, and this time obscenely 
rich Patrick Cathead spends three days 
living with unemployed Katrina in Salford. 
He is quick to reveal he has never heard 
of Salford, and describes his surround¬ 
ings in the way you might expect a war 
correspondent to podray the sights on 
the battlefield. 

It’s a great hoot: Patrick has a 10 grand 
Rolex, Katrina has a £3 watch. Katrina 
spends £30 a week on food, to which 
Patrick observes ‘that’s a carpaccio start¬ 
er’. We all know the message, and it’s 
hardly subtle: a nation divided between 
the haves and have-nots; the ridiculously 
privileged and those leading a hand-to- 
mouth existence. 

But look at this from another angle. 
Patrick’s watch may be more expensive 
than Katrina’s, but they both tell the time. 
Patrick might blow a fortune in fancy res¬ 
taurants while Katrina lives off chicken 
kievs, but they both have food. 

If they really wanted to highlight the 
gap between the rich and the poor, may¬ 
be the producers should have been a bit 
braver. Such as sending Katrina to spend 
three days with the destitute in one of 
the world’s poorest countries. Or maybe 
living with those affected by the Indone¬ 
sian earthquake. It probably wouldn’t be 
as much fun as laughing at rich toffs like 
Patrick, and maybe it wouldn’t give us 
that feelgood sense of indignation and 
entitlement. But a few days swatting off 
mosquitoes at the standpipe, or waiting 
for the aid truck to deliver food rations 
would perhaps make people realise that 
Britain really isn’t so bad after all.

THERE was outrage at the University of Brighton 
where something called The Sex Workers’ Out¬ 
reach Project set up a stall at an event for new 
students, offering information and condoms. A 
university spokesman insists: “We would like to 
make it clear that the university does not pro¬ 
mote sex work as an option to students.” If they 
did, it would presumably lead to a B.Ed. 

IT is almost 30 years since writers Ben Elton 
and Richard Curtis turned the final moments 
of Blackadder Goes Forth (BBC1) from cyni¬ 
cal comedy to pure pathos. Unexpectedly, the 
four main characters went over the top from 
their trench, to be wiped out by machine-gun 
fire. The screen turned into a field of Flanders 
poppies. That moment left millions of viewers 
astonished and deeply moved. Comedy is not 
supposed to behave like this. And then this 
week on Upstart Crow (BBC2) Ben Elton did 
it again. The clever silliness of William Shake¬ 
speare’s private life suddenly turned to real his¬ 
tory. Will (David Mitchell) arrives home in August 
1596 to find his beloved only son, 11-year-old 
Hamnet, has died of the plague. The laughter 
stops. As long as people talk about television, 
those few poignant moments will be remem¬ 
bered. A total masterpiece. 

COUNTRYFILE (BBC1) introduced us to an 
11 -year-old boy dying of a form of premature 
Alzheimer’s disease. He is already losing mem¬ 
ories and will soon go blind and be fed through 
a tube. On the day this nightmare was revealed, 
it was announced that the Archbishop of York, 
John Sentamu, will retire in June 2020. This 
gives his successor two years to dream up a 
plausible explanation of why a loving God al¬ 
lows little children to suffer like this. 


THE BEST OF 
PETER RHODES 


AN Italian scientist, Professor Alessandro 
Strumia, has been suspended by the Europe¬ 
an Organisation for Nuclear Research, after he 
gave a presentation using a slide which said: 
“Physics was invented and built by men”. These 
words have been denounced as “highly offen¬ 
sive” We are told that the scientific community 
is “in shock.” Outrage is clearly the order of the 
day. And yet I have a suspicion that, if a female 
scientist had declared “Physics was invented 
and built by women,” she would have been 
praised for her brave, forthright and revolution¬ 
ary thinking and given a standing ovation. We 
live in strange times. 

LAMBETH Council stands accused of rac¬ 
ism towards some employees. In response,the 
council says it is starting “diversity awareness 
and unconscious bias training.” I wonder what 
happens if you fall asleep during the uncon¬ 
scious bias lesson. 

UNLESS you have experienced an earth¬ 
quake (and I haven’t) you can’t begin to under¬ 
stand the terror it creates. Even if you escape 
unharmed you can be traumatised for life by 
so-called infrasound, the low-frequency sounds 
generated by a tremor which are perfectly 
pitched to cause feelings of awe, fear and panic 
in humans. In the case of the Indonesian tsu¬ 
nami and earthquake, Mother Nature unleashed 
another of her horrors - liquefaction. This is the 
combination of soil type and rapid vibration that 


turns solid ground into liquid beneath your feet. 
Buildings, vehicles, roads and people simply 
sink into the earth. All your worst nightmares 
come true at the same moment and no TV or ra¬ 
dio dispatch can capture what the local people 
have suffered. As the appeals for cash begin, 
give what you wish but give thanks you don’t 
live in an earthquake zone. 

SOON after the Boxing Day Tsunami of 2004 I 
was sent to a small island in the Maldives which 
for a few terrible moments had vanished under 
the ocean. Although the villagers could explain 
what they had seen, they could barely believe 
it themselves. A woman showed me the tide 
mark left by the tsunami in the room where she 
had been sitting. The water came in, rose al¬ 
most to the ceiling and then sank away in a few 
seconds. When the tsunami had passed, three 
children of the village were drowned, some 
houses were wrecked and the village wells, 
used for hundreds of years, were ruined by salt 
water. There was nothing we hacks could do 
except tell the world what had happened. But 
I do recall a sense of pride at seeing people 
rehomed in sturdy white tents bearing the UN 
logo. Those tents seemed to say that, even on 
this tiny speck of land in the middle of nowhere, 
the world cared. 

SHE really is in a class of her own. Katya Ad¬ 
ler doesn’t look like your usual TV hack. She 
has the bearing of a diplomat and appears on 
our screens immaculately coiffed and made-up, 
as though she’s just sitting in front of the cam¬ 
era before heading off to an embassy party. I 
can never see Katya without imagining her gra¬ 
ciously picking one chocolate from a vast tray 
of Ferrero Rocher. Ambassador, you’re really 
spoiling us.

WE live in an era of reliable, instant com¬ 
munication. Or do we? Despite being 
able to exchange news, views and ide¬ 
as in a matter of seconds, there are still 
pockets of resistance to the idea of actu¬ 
ally responding to that beep or vibration 
which signals that someone is trying to 
get in touch. 

A perfect example was an inquiry I 
made to a music venue recently regard¬ 
ing the time the act was on stage. 

The timing was important as the plan 
was to watch the band either before or 
after a meal at a nearby restaurant. 

So, thinking that three days would give 
the venue enough time to reply, I went 
to their website and in the box inviting 
inquiries and/or comments asked what 
time the entertainment began. 

Then I waited, and waited and waited. 
Still no reply. On the morning of the con¬ 
cert, I went back to the website to get a 
phone number. Not wishing to be stung 
for the cost of a call or text to a mobile 
number, I opted for the landline. 

It rang out for some considerable time 
before a recorded message cut in and 
said my call couldn’t be connected and, 
no, I could not leave a message. 

Surely a text to the mobile number 
would bring a response? No way. 

There was only one thing for it. Turn up 
at the venue, in person, and take pot luck. 

It turned out the band was starting two 
hours after the advertised time but the 
website had not been updated. Further¬ 
more, no-one had been available to mon¬ 
itor any messages or answer the phone. 

In this case, everything turned out OK 
but so often there is no urgency in actually 
making contact, with some organisations 
seemingly happy to ignore the issue. 

Having endured a problem late at night 
on a multi-storey car park, I emailed the 
operator and explained in detail how dis¬ 
tressing the episode was. A few days lat¬ 
er, I got a reply saying my complaint was 
being investigated. That was in July. I still 
haven’t heard anything. 

Some organisations are prompt in re¬ 
plying, even if they merely send out an ac¬ 
knowledgment that it has been received, 
although the automated ‘Do not reply to 
this email’ messages are infuriating. 

On the whole though, the policy seems 
to keep everyone in the dark and hope 
they give up trying, unless to ignore an 
email or call would cost money or lead to 
adverse publicity. 

My message to these people is, the 
technology is there to make our lives eas¬ 
ier, so don’t be surprised if and when you 
suffer a backlash. We’re trying to commu¬ 
nicate. Why aren’t you?

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Criminal jailed behind bars 
again after armed robbery 


A PROLIFIC criminal with previous convictions involving 139 
separate offences is back behind bars. 

Ian Roberts took part in an armed robbery on a convenience store 
less than three weeks after a court had given him a chance by suspend¬ 
ing a jail sentence for committing more crime. 

The 54-year-old and another man he refused to name burst into McColl’s in 
Manor House Road, Wednesbury at 9.30pm on March 25, Mr Patrick Kelly, 

prosecuting, told Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. 

His accomplice was armed with a 
knife and ordered one of the two mem¬ 
bers of staff on duty to empty the till. 

Then he ‘ymdted’ the till’s cash box 
out of its moorings before Roberts and 
he escaped on mountain bikes seconds 
after entering the shop, the court 
heard. 

Rebel 

Police were quickly on the scene and 
were tipped off that one of those in¬ 
volved in the raid had the street name 
Rebel which they knew referred to 
Roberts, continued Mr Kelly. 

Officers were told he had gone to an 
address in Vicarage Road, Wednesbury 
where they found him taking drugs 
less than two hours after the robbery. 

Roberts, from Thorne Close, 
Wednesbury, had a £30-a-day her¬ 
oin habit at the time, revealed Mr 
Mukhtar Ubhi. 

The defendant had been held in cus¬ 
tody since his arrest and had managed 
to stop taking drugs, it was said. 

Roberts, who committed his first 
crime at the age of 14, pleaded guilty 
to robbery on the basis he had been 
unaware that his accomplice was car¬ 
rying a knife and was jailed for two 
and a half years by Judge Simon Ward,

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Green light for homes 
plan at old caparo site

Operations were moved to the Caparo head office in Oldbury when the Walsall site was demolished 

PLANNERS have approved a 
proposal to build more than 250 
homes at the former Caparo site 
in Walsall. 

Walsall Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee approved outline plans for the 
long-awaited scheme, subject to a Sec¬ 
tion 106 agreement, on Thursday. 

The site in Birchills was put on the mar¬ 
ket after its owners applied for consent for 
252 homes. The outline application consid¬ 
ered the access and scale of the develop¬ 
ment. The site will be accessed via Green 
Street, with a secondary emergency access 
via Rayboulds Bridge. 

The 16.5-acre site, accessed from Green 
Lane and Old Birchills Lane, has stood 
empty for years following the manufac¬ 
turer’s decision to consolidate operations 
in Oldbury, with the factory being demol¬ 
ished between 2007 and 2009. Planning 
case officer Alison Ives said: “The site is 
the former Caparo works which has been

vacant for some time. It is an outline pro¬ 
posal for residential development for up to 
252 dwellings. 

“Most of the buildings have been demol¬ 
ished, but some are still standing near to 
listed buildings.” 

The Section 106 agreement, signed to 
offset to effects of development, will se¬ 
cure affordable housing, highway improve¬ 
ments and urban open space unless the 
independent valuation confirms that the 
viability of the scheme would not allow for 
such a commitment. 

Council leader and planning chairman, 
Councillor Mike Bird, said he would like 
to see the site redeveloped having stood 
empty for so long. Harris Lamb is trying to 
find a buyer on behalf of the Law of Prop¬ 
erty Act Receivers. 

The scheme had previously been backed 
by West Midlands Mayor Andy Street. He 
said: “It is really important we reclaim 
land that has already been used for devel¬ 
opment as the focus of our house building 
efforts.”

Virtual crime scene tool 
to beat the burglars

Factory demolition passed 


POLICE have launched a vir¬ 
tual reality challenge aimed 
at providing home security 
tips to defy burglars. 

The online walkthrough has 
been put together by West Mid¬ 
lands Police and former criminal 
Michael Fraser. 

Users take on the role of a detective 
called to the scene of a fictional bur¬ 
glary at 27 Station Road. 

Once at the property they can ex¬ 
plore and uncover clues about how 
the thief broke in and what they could 
have done better to keep him out - 
such as locking interlocking doors and 
hiding valuables out of sight. 

Michael, who also appeared on the 
BBC’s Beat The Burglar series, was re¬ 
cruited to help so the challenge could 
be as realistic as possible. 

Advantage 

He said: “27 Station Road is West 
Midlands Police’s first ever interactive 
crime scene and it could quite easily be 
your home. Burglars are opportunistic 
thieves, they’re looking for a weakness 
in your home security and they will 
take advantage.” 

The immersive experience is filmed 
in 360 degrees and can be viewed on 
virtual reality devices and the police’s 
website. The interactive VR house has 
been launched as the force anticipates 
a seasonal rise in burglary driven by 
the return of winter and darker nights. 

The force’s Design Out Crime man¬ 
ager, Mark Silvester, said: “27 Station 
Road brings crime prevention advice 
to life. Using lighting, tested locks, cer¬ 
tified windows and doors and install¬ 
ing a burglar alarm are all methods 
which, when used in combination, will 
help deter burglars.”

A BUILDING that was part of the old¬ 
est chainmakers in the Black Country 
is to be bulldozed after plans for demo¬ 
lition were given the green light. 

The old Bradney Chains site on 
Quarry Road, Dudley Wood, will be 
flattened under plans to put homes on. 
The firm was snapped up by William 
Hackett Chains in 2013. 

The company has been a fixture of 
the Black Country’s industrial herit¬ 
age for decades but the building will 
now finally be pulled down. Initial 


plans for 24 homes on the historic site, 
lodged by Harker Homes, have already 
been approved by councillors. 

Now an application to demolish the 
factory has also been passed, finally 
paving the way for building to start. 
Planners at Dudley Council raised no 
objection to the request for demolition. 

Concerns had been raised among 
local residents about the potential 
impact on wildlife but ward councillor 
Chris Barnett said the developer had 
worked to address their concerns.

Heartache 
of Mylee's 
mother is 
revealed 


THE MOTHER of a schoolgirl murdered at 
the hands of her ‘selfish’ father has told of 
her heartache after her beautiful daughter 
was killed. 

Tracey Taundry’s daughter Mylee Billingham 
was stabbed to death at killer William Billingham’s 
Brownhills bungalow on January 20. 

She paid tribute to her beautiful daughter before reveal¬ 


ing Billingham’s ‘most self¬ 
ish and despicable actions’ 
had left her heartbroken. 

In a statement read to 
Birmingham Crown Court 
after Billingham was sen¬ 
tenced to at least 27 years, 
she said: “How can I ever 
explain how the murder of 
my beautiful daughter, Smi¬ 
ley Mylee, has affected me, 
her sisters and my immedi¬ 
ate family. Mylee was bru¬ 
tally taken from us by a man 
who was supposed to care 
for and protect her. I was 
not able to hold her while 
she lay dying. I was helpless 
outside, unable to hold her 
hand to comfort her. 

Trust 

“I have struggled to sleep, 
and once I fall asleep, I wake 
up thinking of Mylee. I re¬ 
live that terrible night over 
and over again. I regularly 
hear her voice and I have 
started to look for her.” 

Ms Taundry described 
how her life ‘fell apart’ 
when Mylee was murdered 
at Billingham’s Valley View 
home - one she believed was 
‘a place of comfort, trust 
and love’. 

The 34-year-old, who has 
another two children with 
Billingham, added: “Both 
the girls have had to have 
counselling. They will live 
with this forever, as will 
I. None of us will get over 
what happened. I trusted 
him. He broke that trust in 
a way that nobody can com¬ 
prehend.” 

Billingham was jailed for

life, with a minimum term 
of 27 years, after jurors 
unanimously convicted him 
of murder and making a 
threat to kill Ms Taundry. 

He was ‘jealous’ of Ms 
Taundry’s new relationship 
with a woman and feared 
seeing less of his children. 

The 55-year-old - who 
had previous convictions 
for theft and assaulting 
occasioning actual bodily 
harm, and two cautions for 
common assault - slashed 
his wrists with razor blades 
while in custody, in an ap¬ 
parent suicide attempt. 

His trial at Birmingham 
Crown Court was aban¬ 
doned for two days while 
he recovered in hospital, re¬ 
turning to court with band¬ 
ages on both lower arms. 

Defence barrister Mr Bal- 
raj Bhatia said: “He cannot 
live with this and doesn’t 
desire to live with this.”

Advice on finding work 


A TEENAGER whose life was 
‘turned upside down’ by grief 
got involved with a cannabis 
farm to pay off drug debts. 

Billy-Ray Thomas went ‘off the 
rails’ and Tost it’ for 12 months fol¬ 
lowing the death of his father, Wolver¬ 
hampton Crown Court was told. 

The following year, on November 
15, 2017, he rented an industrial unit 
in Leabrook Road, Wednesbury, which 
he said would be used for motorcycle 
repairs. But the 19-year-old had got 
hooked on cocaine whilst depressed 
over his loss and ran up a £3,500 debt. 

They quickly became aware of what 
he was doing and ‘exploited’ the de¬ 


fendant by persuading him to allow 
them to cultivate cannabis in the unit 
to pay off what he owed, it was said. 

Police raided the premises follow¬ 
ing a tip-off on March 9 and found 80 
plants being grown in four tents, said 
Mr Phillip Beardwell, prosecuting. 
Experts estimated the crop could have 
been worth up to £67,000 in street 
deals. 

Mr Beardwell said Thomas, whose 
only previous conviction was a mo¬ 
toring offence, admitted planting and 
maintaining some of the plants but 
would not have benefited. 

Mr Glenn Cook, defending, said: 
“He allowed the drug suppliers to 
whom he owed a considerable amount 


of money to use the premises. They 
erected the farm. He owed £3,500 and 
could not see any other solution to his 
predicament. 

“He was physically beaten up by the 
people to whom he owed the money 
and his family received death threats.” 

Mr Cook continued: “He lost it fol¬ 
lowing the death of his father in 2016 
and went off the rails over a 12-month 
period.” 

Thomas, of no fixed address, admit¬ 
ted being involved in the production 
of cannabis and was given 16 months 
detention in a Young Offenders Insti¬ 
tution suspended for two years. He 
was also ordered to take rehabilitation 
courses and do 150 hours work.

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Wartime enemies who 
became good friends

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The heroic crew of HMS Termagant, who saved their adversaries 


HEARTFELT letters from a 
U-boat sailor to a navy war 
veteran who saved him from 
the sea have been unearthed. 

The letters were sent by Hans 
Baumers to HMS Termagent sailor 
Dennis Hughes, from Wednesbury. 
Herr Baumers was inside the German 
submarine U-453 sunk by the Royal 
Navy destroyer in 1944. 

But his life was saved by Mr 
Hughes, who hauled him from the sea. 
The lives of all 43 sailors on board the 
u-boat were saved an it led to a lasting 
friendship between the pair and they 
would regularly meet. 

Now, 16 years on from Mr Hughes’s 
death, letters between the two have 
emerged after they were sold as part 
of a collection by auctioneers. 

Cuttings 

Also in the collection was a plaque 
given by members of the U-453, which 
was sunk off the coast of Calabria in 
Italy, and paperwork, in English and 
German, relating to the sinking. 

There are also newspaper cuttings 
and photographs on Dennis’ amateur 
football career in the West Midlands, 
which included a trial at Wolves. 

It contains one cutting of a letter 
from a friend which says he was the 
only footballer the writer saw score a 
goal from a goal-kick while standing 
on the 10-yard line. 

There are three letters from Herr 
Baumers, and his wife Sibille. All are 
written in broken English, but paint a 
picture of a close relationship between 
two navymen. 

After being saved, Herr Baumers 
was sent to a Prisoner of War camp. 
But after hostilities ended Mr Hughes 
saw an advertisement in a magazine 
which, incredibly, was from the U-boat 
survivors thanking their rescuers and 


inviting them to visit Germany. 

During the trip, from September 25 
to 28, 1987, the British visitors were 
presented with bronze plaques of the 
submarine. 

Mr Hughes was featured in the 
Chronicle’s sister publication the Ex¬ 
press & Star with one of the plaques 
following the visit. It went as part 
of the collection, which was sold by 


Richard Winterton Auctioneers’ for 
£190, along with a medal group which 
contained 1939 to 45 Atlantic, Africa 
and Italy Stars, an M.I.D. Emblem 
on Africa Star, and Defence and War 
Medals. 

Following the war, Mr Hughes went 
on to enjoy a decorated 27-year service 
in Staffordshire and West Midlands 
Police, rising to become a detective.

How Dudley's Duncan 
became a football legend 


THE first time Sir Bobby 
Charlton saw Duncan Ed¬ 
wards play he knew he would 
never be as good as him. 

“If you look at most football 
players they’re good at certain 
things: in the air, with their left 
or right foot, they read the game 
well, or have pace. But Duncan 
had it all. 

So says the World Cup winner in his 
foreword for a book honouring his for¬ 
mer team mate and friend. 

Dudley-born Duncan, who made 177 
appearances for Manchester United, 
scoring 21 goals - as well as 18 caps 
for England - was tipped for greatness 
before his life was cut short following 
the Munich air disaster, aged just 21. 

The book, Black Country Boy to 
Red Devil, was published last Monday, 
which would have been Edwards’ 82nd 
birthday, and is part of commemora¬ 
tions marking the 60th anniversary of 
his death.

McCartney, it follows his footballing 
career from the early days to his glory 
days. Duncan was born on October 1, 
1936, at 23 Malvern Crescent, Holly 
Hall, and would later move to 31 Elm 
Road on Dudley’s Priory Estate. Both 
his father and grandfather were keen 
amateur players. Described as ‘a big 
lad, strong beyond his years’, Dun¬ 
can played in the Priory Road Junior 
School team crowned league champi¬ 
ons in the 1947/48 season. 

After moving to Wolverhampton 
Street Secondary School, Duncan 
progressed through the schoolboy 
ranks with Dudley Schools, Worcester 
County and Birmingham & District. 
In 1950, he was recommended for an 
England under-14s trial against Ire¬ 
land. Then, at the age of 13, he walked 
out at Wembley on April 7, 1950, to 
win his first ‘cap’ for England School¬ 
boys against Wales Schoolboys. 


He was catching the eye of scouts 
with Wolves, West Bromwich Albion, 
Birmingham City, Aston Villa and 
Bolton Wanderers all showing an in¬ 
terested in signing the youngster. But 
Duncan was set on Manchester United 
where manager Matt Busby was look¬ 
ing for promising young players to re¬ 
build his team. They became known as 
the Busby Babes. 

After a record-breaking England 
Schoolboys ninth cap, Duncan became 
a Manchester United player on June 
2, 1952. After signing his professional 
contract, the 1953/54 season saw him 
fitting into the United first team with 
ease, continuing during his two years 
National Service when he helped his 
side win two consecutive First Divi¬ 
sion Championships. After playing for 
England Under-23s, he made his first 
team debut in 1955 in a 7-2 win over 
Scotland at Wembley. He accumulated 
17 more England caps before his life 
was cut tragically short.

I first heard the amazing sto¬ 
ry of Frank Foley, the MI6 spy 
who saved tens of thousands 
of Jews from the Holocaust 
when I was interviewing an¬ 
other wartime spy for a book 
on British intelligence, writes 
journalist Michael Smith. 

Foley was so 
good at obtain¬ 
ing intelligence 
on Hitler’s war 
machine that he 
was still held up 
as an example 
to new recruits 
at the service’s 
training school at 
Fort Monkton in 
Hampshire, the 
former MI6 of¬ 
ficer told me. 

But he was not 
just a brilliant 
spy, he was also 
‘a near saint’ helping thousands of 
Jews to get out of pre-war Germany. 

Foley’s cover in Berlin was as pass¬ 
port control officer, handling visas for Michael Smith with the Frank Foley statue in Mary Stevens Park

the UK, anywhere in the empire, and 
for Palestine which Britain adminis¬ 
tered under mandate from the League 
of Nations. 

As a journalist, I am naturally cyn¬ 
ical of anything I am told by someone 
in authority. I had heard of Oskar 
Schindler, who saved 1,200 Jews. If 
this Frank Foley had saved tens of 
thousands, I and everyone else would 
surely know about him. 

The former MI6 officer offered me 
no real evidence, but even so if it were 
true it was a fascinating story that 
surely deserved to be told. 

That set me out on a fascinating 
journey, which led me via Stourbridge, 
where Foley spent his retirement in 
Eveson Road, just a mile away from 


the wonderful statue to him which 
Prince William recently unveiled, to 
Israel, Germany and New York in 
search of those he saved. 

I spoke to a few surviving neigh¬ 
bours in Eveson Road, who remem¬ 
bered the quiet, unpretentious man 
who spent much of his retirement 
tending his vegetable garden. 

Memoirs 

“I then spoke to Yad Vashem, from 
the Jewish Holocaust Memorial, about 
Foley. They had documents on him in 
their archives which they sent to me. 

These included the memoirs of 
Hubert Pollack, a Jewish aid worker 
working alongside Foley in Berlin, 


who described how Foley had saved 
‘tens of thousands’ of Jews from the 
Nazis. 

There was testimony from Benno 
Cohn, a former chairman of the Zion¬ 
ist Organisation of Germany, who paid 
tribute to Foley at the 1961 trial in Is¬ 
rael of Adolf Eichmann, an SS officer 
who helped organise the Holocaust. 

“There was one man who stood out 
above all others like a beacon,” Cohn 
told the court. “Captain Foley, pass¬ 
port officer in the British Consulate in 
the Tiergarten in Berlin. He rescued 
thousands of Jews from the jaws of 
death.”

The 2019 updated UK’s best-selling plug-in hybrid electric vehicle has been given a huge technological boost

Otto and Atkinson are important aspects 
of the excellent new Mitsubishi Outlander 
PHEV SUV although you can’t tell just by 
looking at it. 

The 2019 updated UK’s best-selling plug-in 
hybrid electric vehicle has been given a huge 
technological boost as well as a few aesthetic/ 
cosmetic tweaks and tucks to keep it well 
ahead of the game. 

Its new 2.4litre Atkinson cycle petrol engine - 
favoured by some other hybrid manufacturers 
- runs in harmony with the more conventional 
Otto combustion cycle with the MIVEC valve 
timing system switching seamlessly between 
the two as driving conditions dictate. 

On relatively less demanding highways and 
byways, the Atkinson cycle, which reduces 
the compression stroke, decreasing capacity 
and burning less fuel, struts its stuff. Add a 
little pressure, however, on a steep incline or 
rapid acceleration and Otto steps up to the 
plate, adding more torque across a wider rev 
range. Any lapses in concentration on the part 
of either is glossed over by the ever-vigilant 
electric motors. 

The rear motor on the MY2019 model now 
generates 95hp as opposed to 82hp on the 
previous model and the battery power has 
been upped by 10 per cent. Drivers can now 
expect a top speed in EV mode of 84mph, up 
by 6mph. Average fuel economy has been 
measured at 130mpg and C02 at 46g/km. 

The permanent 4WD Outlander offers 
three driving modes: EV, where the car is 
powered by the front and rear motors only; 
series hybrid whereby the engine will kick 
in for sudden acceleration or uphill driving

before the system switches back to EV; and 
parallel hybrid where the engine powers 
the front wheels assisted by the motor, and 
the rear motor, logically enough, drives the 
rear wheels. This latter mode is activated 
automatically at high speeds. But every phase 
is seamless and requires no driver input - or, 
indeed, concern. 

All this adds up to improved power train 
efficiency and a vehicle which can complete 
the average 20-mile daily commute round trip 
in EV mode only and will take just 25minutes 
for an 80 per cent recharge which causes a 
slight smugness to appear on the face behind 
the steering wheel. Press the newly installed 
sport button and smug changes to smile in a 
matter of seconds as the throttle opens up, 
the steering parameters are adjusted and 
the grip, via the all-wheel-control system, 
changes the entire character of the car, 
making it a real joy to drive. 

Handling is confident and composed with 
plenty of steering feedback, excellent road 


holding and well-judged suspension. The 
new model also adds a snow mode to the 
set-up making for increased stability even on 
slippery surfaces. 

Exterior changes include 18-inch alloys, a 
new front grille, bumper and LED headlamps 
while the rear gets a new bumper and spoiler. 

Inside, all is exceptionally comfortable, 
spacious and well laid out with quality 
materials, re-designed ‘contoured’ seats, 
new-look instrument cluster and smartphone 


link infotainment and navigation systems. 

Prices edge towards the high-side of car 
purchase - as is always the case with electric 
powered vehicles - the savings come with 
usage. Meanwhile, the up-front purchase price 
starts at £34,255 for the entry-level Juro rising 
to a slightly teeth sucking £43,100 for the top 
notch 5hs. 

That said, the entry-level model includes a 
very decent amount of kit - seven airbags, 
heated seats, remote smartphone app 


compatibility, reversing camera and cruise 
control with speed limiter. The 4h trim at 
£37,000 is expected to be the best seller as 
it adds a 360degree camera, leather seats, 
with the driver’s being eight-way adjustable, 
LED front fog lamps, rear cross traffic alert, 
power tailgate, heated steering wheel and auto 
levelling headlamps. 

If you are in the market for an electric car and 
can dig deep enough, the new Outlander is 
well worth consideration.

Netball bounces back 
as a popular game

plan when other people 
are relying on you 


WHEN the England netball team 
scooped gold at the Common¬ 
wealth Games beating host nation 
and favourites Australia earlier this 
year it was an historic turning point 
for the sport. 

It was a clear sign of a resurgence in the 
game which is attracting more and more 
players back to courts across the country 
every year. 

Close to home we have our own netball star. 
Cannock-born England netballer Beth Cob¬ 
den is a Commonwealth gold medallist. And 
now the 25-year-old wing defence has moved 
to Australia signing for Adelaide Thunder- 
birds having spent the last three seasons with 
Loughborough Lightning. 

It’s estimated that 1.4 million women and 
girls are playing during a typical week within 
the netball season - a 44 per cent increase on 
2016. Last year it became the second-highest 
funded sport in the UK, behind cycling, after 
it was awarded £16.9 million by Sport England 
for four years with an extra £3m earmarked for 
the national team. 

Underdog 

England Netball’s successful Back to Netball 
scheme, which provides women of all ages with 
a gentle re-introduction to the sport has proved 
a huge hit with more than 60,000 participants 
since it started since 2010. 

And to encourage older women back into the 
sport, walking netball, which is an adaptation 
of the original game in which players cannot 
run or jump, has been launched in recent years. 

For some people just the mere mention of the 
word netball will likely bring back memories 
of shivering on a school playground while you 
skulked on the wings, hoping to be substituted 
back onto the bench so you could gossip with 
your mates. 

But you might want to rethink everything 
you thought you knew about the sport - be¬ 
cause netball is actually the secret underdog 


of fitness, with tonnes of mental and physical 
benefits. There are many reasons why it might 
be time to give your short-lived career in goal 
attack another shot. 

Firstly it’s an excellent cardio workout be¬ 
cause of all that squatting, jumping and piv¬ 
oting harder than Ross from Friends in the 
infamous sofa episode. 

All netball positions require players to sprint 
around the 30-metre court to attack or defend, 
execute set plays, take throw-ins and generally 
keep the ball moving from end to end. 

A good game will involve gut-whittling 
bursts of sprinting, core strengthening twists 
and turns, smarting the opponent with high-in- 
tensity decoy runs and furious chest-to-chest 
passing. 

As well as being great for full-body toning, 
it’s an explosive cardiovascular workout for 
your heart. 

It’s also good for hand-eye co-ordination 
because once you’re in possession of the ball, 
you’re glued to the ground until you can pass 
it on to someone else. 


There are a few creative passes that each 
player can utilise to bamboozle the other team: 
a high pass shoots it over the opposing team’s 
heads, a chest pass throws it directly while 
a bounce pass allows a single bounce on the 
ground. 

Games involve plenty of throwing and catch¬ 
ing in quick succession, so players must have 
slick ball skills and flawless co-ordination to get 
the ball to an area where their team can shoot 
and score. 

But the unique benefit netball has over, say, 
hitting the treadmill for an hour a week, is that 
it’s a team sport - which means you’re much 
more likely to stick to your exercise plan when 
other people are relying on you to show up and 
play. 

As well as the increased motivation to get 
moving, netball has a friendly competition el¬ 
ement that makes an hour of game play fly by 
so much faster than a solo session at the gym. 

Research has found that getting outdoors, 
even in the UK’s constant drizzle, can work 
wonders for your mental health. 

Basics 

Finally, unlike basketball or rugby, netball 
is a non-contact sport, which means you won’t 
get bulldozed to the ground when the ball gets 
thrown your way. 

If you’re worried about injury, netball is a 
great way to get fit, lose weight and be social 
without the fear of scrapes, bruises and broken 
bones. 

So if that’s tempted you then the best place 
to start is the England Netball website - eng- 
landnetball.co.uk - where you will find details 
on its Back to Netball scheme, which runs ses¬ 
sions across the country, including in the Black 
Country, Staffordshire and Shropshire. 

These cover the basics of the game including 
passing, footwork and shooting. 

Sessions typically finish with a friendly game 
to put the skills you’ve learnt into practice. 

But if all else fails, there’s nothing to stop 
you from renting a court and starting up your 
own casual seven-a-side game.
